With Liie inductio n o f Gerald Fo rd 
as Vice President, the American 
sy stem o f go v ernment has repaired 
the lesser disaster o f this calamito us 
po litical y ear, the disaster o f Spiro 
Agnew. The greater disaster, the 
Nix o n o ne, awaits repair still, but 
the sy stem has no w put itself in a po ­ 
sitio n to deal with that o ne, to o . 
The framers o f the Co nstitutio n 
can hardly be blamed fo r hav ing 
failed to anticipate any thing so far­ 
fetched as a Vice President being re­ 
mo v ed fo r bribe-taking just when 
the legitimacy o f the President him­ 
self was being autho ritativ ely ques­ 
tio ned. So it was left to to day ’s po liti­ 
cians to co pe. They hav e co ped tho r­ 
o ughly — the inv estigatio n o f Fo rd 
has been minute— and pro mptly , 
and in the end the new Vice Presi­ 
dent has had mo re impressiv e sup­ 
po rt than he can hav e ex pected back 
in mid-Octo ber. Fo rd no w is also a 
decidedly mo re impo rtant man than 
Mr. Nix o n can hav e ex pected. 
What no bo dy knew when Mr. 
Nix o n picked Fo rd was that the 
President was preparing his stro ke 
against the Watergate special pro se­ 
cuto r, Archibald Co x , eight day s 
later. The dismissal o f Co x back­ 
fired, and fro m that mo ment Mr. 
Nix o n faced a threat o f impeach­ 
ment inco mparably mo re substan­ 
tial than it had been. 
As the po liticians to o k in the im ­ 
plicatio ns o f what had happened, a 
co nsensus emerged between the two 
parties in Co ngress that a Republi­ 
can Vice President must quickly be 
interpo sed in the line o f successio n 
between the President and the Dem­ 
o cratic Speaker o f the Ho use, Carl 
Albert. Only so , with the threat o f a 
struggle betwen the parties fo r co n­ 
tro l o f the ex ecutiv e branch re­ 
mo v ed, co uld Co ngress co nsider 
co o lly what to do abo ut Mr. Nix o n. 
In each ho use the representativ e 
figures o f the Demo cratic majo rity 
were pretty frank abo ut it. They 
were co nsidering Fo rd as a po ssible, 
ev en likely , future President. Al­ 
mo st to a man they disliked his o pin­ 
io ns, but they had been so unding the 
co untry and the co untry tho ught it 
fair that if Mr. Nix o n had to be re­ 
placed his replacement sho uld be a

No ne o f this suppo rts any no tio n 
that the po litical institutio ns o f the 
United States hav e suffered irrepar­

As is natural, o f 
co urse, a lo t o f Americans do feel 
disillusio ned. 
The Lo uis Harris po lling o rgani­ 
zatio n, which did an o pinio n sa m ­ 
pling fo r a Senate subco mmittee 
starting in August, fo und a marked 
decline in respect fo r public institu­ 
tio ns. The numbers declaring them­ 
selv es wo rried abo ut integrity in 
go v ernment ro se fro m 5 per cent. 
Questio ns designed to elicit disen­ 
chantment go t a respo nse o f 5 5 per 
cent, co mpared with 29 per cent in 
196 6 . 
Three o ut o f fo ur, asked what 
subject they wo uld bring up if they 
had a priv ate chat with President 
Nix o n, answered: “ Watergate.”

LONDON (LENS) — Go v ern­ 
ments all aro und the wo rld are busy 
redo ing the sums o f their eco no mic

The ex ercise may amo unt 
to little mo re than do o dling at this 
stage, and no bo dy wo uld chance his 
shirt o n the results. 
But the figures that are po pping 
up are v ery unco mfo rtable: the 
rev isio ns are po inting up just ho w 
po o r pro spects were ev en befo re 
there was talk o f an energy sho r­ 
tage. 
The mo st wo rry ing figures came 
fro m the United States, where fo r

Herbert Stein, chairman o f the 
Co uncil o f Eco no mic Adv isers, had

per cent in 197 4 y ear o n y ear, 
co mpared with 6 per cent in 197 3, but 
no w recko ns that the o il embargo 
co uld cut as much as 2 per cent o ff 
that, leav ing a bare 1 per cent. This 
wo uld mean an actual do wnturn in 
the first quarter. 
The Department o f Co mmerce 
put it rather differently , and mo re 
d ra m a tica lly , by a rguing that

if things went badly wro ng, which 
wo uld imply thro wing a much higher 
pro po rtio n o ut o f wo rk. 
Ev en witho ut taking this kind o f 
figuring into acco unt, o ther co un­ 
tries, particularly Germany 
and 
J apan, the nex t two biggest in the 
gro wth lea g ue, ex pected their 
eco no m ies to slo w do wn quite 
sharply in the y ear ahead, and are 
no w talking o f zero gro wth. 
No r are the two middlewights, 
France and Britain, ex pected to do 
much better. The betting no w is that 
France’s gro wth rate will be mo re 
than halv ed, to under 3 per cent nex t 
y ear, while Britain’s is mo re likely 
to be 2 per cent than the target 3Vfe 
per cent. 
Interest rates are still rising in 
America and President Nix o n is still 
balking at pro po sals fo r gaso line 
ratio ning. No o ne is quite sure what

Yet 
recessio ns feed each o ther. 
Industria l co untries no rm a lly 
rely o n each o thers’ markets to take 
three-quarters o f their to tal ex ­

(o il 
pro ducers aside) are no w flush with 
reserv es they may hesitate to run 
these do wn sharply 
if a 
wo rld 
recessio n do es co me and finally 
bursts the co mmo dity price bubble. 
Mo reo v er, o f the rich co untries’ 
to tal ex po rts to each o ther, ex po rts 
o f mo to r v ehicles acco unt fo r 11 per 
cent in Co mmo n Market co untries as 
a gro up, fo r nearly 16 per cent in 
No rth America, and fo r 20 per cent 
in J apan. 
And the car industry and all its 
o utriders 
a re 
pa rticula rly 
v ulnerable in the o il crisis. Pur­ 
chases o f cars and parts acco unt 
directly fo r nearly 7*/2 per cent o f 
to ta l perso na l co nsum ptio n e x ­ 
penditures in America, 
and fo r 
almo st 4 *2 per cent in Britain. And 
German eco no mists estim a te that, 
altho ugh cars acco unt fo r just 8 per 
cent o f manufacturing turno v er in 
Germany , if all the indirect feed­ 
backs into o ther industrial o utput 
and demand are taken into acco unt, 
ro ughly 15 per cent o f Germany ’s 
GNP co mes fro m cars.

After the 1956 Suez War, the 
first U.N. international peace 
force helped stabilize the situ­ 
ation for more than a decade 
But to get the force into Egypt, 
S e cre ta ry- G e n e ra l 
H a m ­ 
marskjöld, a Swede, had to 
promise Egypt he would with­ 
draw it on demand. 
The Egyptian demand came 
in May 1967 Secretary-General 
U Thant of Burma reluctantly 
ordered the pullout after a fu­ 
tile try at getting Israel to al­ 
low the force on its side of the 
truce line. 
Then came the Six Day War, 
with a new cease fire once Is­ 
rael had swept to the Suez Ca­ 
nal and occupied parts of Syria 
and Jordan.

Th e ph onograph was a modern m iracle introduced in an era 
wh en electronic devices virtually were unknown. 
It was such a 
curiosity th at in 189 5 th e ph onograph was 
presented "in concert,” much in th e m anner of a singing star. 
Billed as “th e Instrum ent th at Sings,” admission to th e concert was 
25 cents for adults, 15 cents for ch ildren. 
In an era of m ass com m unications and moon walks it is alm ost 
impossible to im agine th e appeal of a talking m ach ine, “ Wh ich can 
be h eard distinctly by audiences of 1,5 00 people sitting as in an 
ordinary concert.” 
A book. w ritten in French by Cy rano de Bergerac and tran­ 
slated into English by A. Lovell in 1687 foretold th e event of th e 
talking m ach ine as part of an account of th e w riter’s travels in 
“Th e Sun and Moon.” “ It was a strange book th at h ad neith er 
leaves nor letters. In fine, it was a book m ade wh olly for th e ears 
and not for th e ey es. 
” . . . so th at y ou never want for th e com pany of all th e great 
men living and dead, wh o entertain y ou with living voices.” 
Historical records are disappointingly few, h owever, con­ 
sidering th at recordings could h ave been m ade of nearly h alf our 
presidents, wh en in actuality President William McKinley was th e 
first to be recorded. Im agine th e value of an original recording of 
President Lincoln delivering h is G etty sburg Address. 
ITobably th e most interesting and sough t after recording of 
h istorical significance is one m ade by General Joh n J. Persh ing, 
“ From th e Battlefields of F rance,” recorded by Columbia on a 
Nation's Forum label. Th is record was m ade in 19 18. Its flip side 
contains an address by form er United States am bassador to 
Germ any , Jam es W. Gerard, 
In th e beginning day s of th e ph onograph , people were 
enam ored w ith th e recorded voice. Some th ough t it would be useful 
to preserve th e last words of dy ing persons. Len Spencer, first 
world-famous recording artist, died in 19 14 and h is » *ecorded voice 
was h eard reciting th e Twenty -th ird Psalm and th e Lord’s Pray er 
at h is funeral. 
As early as 189 0 a Captain Frank Cunningh am of Rich mond, 
Va., suggested singing at h is own funeral. Cunningh am, a tax 
collector, often sang at funerals and announced plans to sing at h is 
own. “ Wh en th e tim e com es th e m ach ine can be taken to th e ch urch 
and my songs delivered just as if I were alive,” h e wrote. A kind of 
im m ortality was envisioned with th e ph onograph .

CAM BRID GE, Mass. (AP) - 
Comets have been getting a 
bad rap. 
• 
They’ve long been regarded 
popularly as heralds of death 
and disaster, plagues, crop fail­ 
ure, earthquakes and similar 
unmerriments. 
Look to an article in Har­ 
per’s Weekly magazine 116 
years ago, on June 6, 1857: 
There were predictions, it 
said, that a comet that year 
would hit and maybe annihilate 
the earth. It also took note of 
some 
salesmen 
promoting 
“ comet-proof suits of clothing,” 
and that “ a cometary life in­ 
surance company—premiums 
payable in advance—has been 
created.” 
A comet in 1668 was blamed 
for a lethal epidemic among 
cats in Westphalia, Germany, 
the magazine went on, and a 
comet in 1665 was pegged as 
causing a great epidemic in 
London that same year but 
with "no one, apparently, car­ 
ing to settle the question why 
the malign influence of the 
comet should fall only upon 
London, not extending even to 
the neighboring towns and vil­ 
lages.” 
And “ a comet appeared in 
the year 590 to which was at­ 
tributed a 
fearful epidemic 
which prevailed in that year, in 
the paroxysms of which people 
were seized with uncontrollable 
fits of sneezing, generally re­ 
sulting in death. When anyone 
about this time sneezed, it be­ 
came customary to say ‘God 
bless you!,’ from which, prob­ 
ably, proceeded a similar cus­ 
tom to this day prevalent upon 
the continent of Europe.” 
“ A comet which appeared in 
March 1402,” Harper’s contin­ 


ued, “ was stated by the astrolo­ 
gers of that day to presage the 
death of John Galeas Visconti, 
an Italian prince. This gentle­ 
man, being a devout believer in 
astrologers and comets, duly 
died—no doubt of fright—and 
thus, to the great delight of the 
astrologers, made their pre­ 
dictions come true.” 
The defeat of the English at 
the Battle of Hastings in 1066 
has been attributed by some to 
a comet harbinger of bad news. 
But it must have looked differ­ 
ent to William the Conqueror 
out of Normandy. He won. 
When the famous Hailey’s 
comet last appeared in 1 9 1 0, 
there were widespread fears 
that it would destroy the earth, 
perhaps 
because 
the 
earth 
would soon pass through its 
“ fiery” tail, that oceans would 
boil, the whole world burn up. 
Seeking to allay such fears, a 
prominent astronomer of the 
day, Mary Proctor, wrote in a 
bylined story in the New York 
Times of May 8, 1 9 1 0, 
that this 
was a deception, since ominous- 
looking comet tails are made of 
material so flimsy that we can 
see stars right through them. 
And there were alarms that 
noxious gases in the comet’s 
tail would choke and kill hu­ 
mans by the millions when the 
earth intercepted the cometary 
tail. It didn’t happen. 
Comets perhaps gain their 
reputation 
for evil 
because 
some look like feathery stars, 
or funny stars with long tails, 
because they are strangers in­ 
truding into the orderly and fa­ 
miliar procession of our star 
constellations season by season, 
something out of place, some­ 
thing perhaps as puzzling and 
frightening as a total, dark­ 
ening eclipse of the sun if 
people don’t happen to know 
one is coming.

But comets can leave calling 
cards, in the form of “ shooting 
stars” or meteorites. These are 
the almost inifinitesimal specks 
of dust or dirt that a comet 
leaves behind when some of its 
substance is melted off by the 
sun. 
When the earth runs into the 
path of these “ shooting stars,” 
they flame in sudden death as 
brief streaks in the sky. The 
comet 
Encke, 
which 
visits 
earth every three and one-third 
years, has been donating shoot­ 
ing stars for perhaps 
1,000 
years. 
Spectacular meteorite show­ 
ers in 1 7 89 , 1 9 33, 
and 1 9 4 6 
came 
from dust remnants of comet 
Biela, which split in two in 1 84 6 
on a visit near the sun, says 
Fred Whipple, a comet expert 
who recently retired as director 
of the Smithsonian Astrophysic- 
al Observatory here. 
Biela came back as twins in 
1 85 2 , but then the pair dis­ 
appeared and neither has been 
detected since. “ The bones of 
Biela’s comet still float through 
space,” Whipple observes. 


Some Soviet scientists believe 
that a comet weighing perhaps 
one million tons struck Siberia 
in 1 9 08, causing a blast that 
felled trees for 30 miles in all 
directions, and knocking people 
100 miles away off their feet. 
Others, however, think a me­

Shortages start 
practical-gift trend

Energy-minded shoppers are 
buying more practical gifts this 
Christmas — even if they won’t 
fit in a stocking or under a 
tree, report some of the na­ 
tion’s 
leading 
departm ent 
stores. 
An Associated Press survey 
of department stores in nine 
cities 
showed 
sales 
were 
healthy. But tight fuel supplies 
and lower living room tempera­ 
tures 
have 
spurred 
some 
changes in buying habits. 
At Montgomery W ard’s in 
Chicago, Vice President Jam es 
Lutz said: 
“ Sales of wood-burning fire­ 
places, portable heaters, storm 
windows, power saws, axes, 
locking gas caps, gas cans and 
siphons have shown a particu­ 
lar increase in popularity, pri­ 
m arily 
due 
to 
the 
energy 
crisis,’’ he said. 
Perhaps the greatest impact 
has been felt in clothing depart­ 
ments. 
“ There is an indication that a 
greater 
emphasis 
is 
being 
placed by shoppers on buying 
of wearing apparel, such as 
children’s flannel pajamas and 
men’s 
thermal 
underwear,” 
said a Gimbels’ spokesman in 
New York City. 
L .L . Bean’s Inc. in Freeport, 
Maine, specializes 
in 
heavy 
winter clothing and store offi­ 
cials report sales are booming. 
“ We re having an awful time 
keeping 
flannel 
pajamas 
in 
stock,” said 
night 
manager 
John Chaney. “ And for some 
reason, goose-down jackets are 
doing real w ell.” 
“ Sales of sweaters and robes 
— anything in that warm cloth­ 
ing category — are far in ex­ 
cess of last year,” said a Jo r ­ 
dan Marsh spokesman in Bos­ 
ton. “ Apparently because of the 
energy crisis, people are buy­ 
ing more practical gifts.” 


“ There’s been a switch in 
emphasis toward sportswear 
for men and women and a little 
less interest in more dressier 
styles,” said Edw ard Kaiser, 
president of Titche’s in Dallas. 
The 
Los 
Angeles-based 
Broadway chain 
reported 
a 
sales increase in fake and fun 
furs which a spokesman attrib­ 
uted to the desire to stay warm 
and save energy at the same 
time. 
Space 
heaters, 
microwave 
ovens and electric blankets are 
also cited as big money-makers 
this season. 
At the same time some stores 
were prospering, gasless Sun­ 
days have meant shopper-less 
days 
for 
others, 
especially 
those in downtown areas. 
In 
Washington, 
D.C., 
a 
spokesman for Woodward & 
Lothrop 
said 
there 
was 
a 
marked drop in the number of 
shoppers on Sunday since gaso­ 
line stations began closing to 
conserve fuel on Dec. 2. 
Shoppers got off to a slow 
start this year but stores report 
spending has been picking up 
as Christmas draws near. 
“ We are experiencing no re­ 
sistance to expensive items and 
we are doing a strong busi­ 
ness.” said Kaiser of Titche’s.

haps 10 to 20 years.” 
Twenty persons are staying 
in the house now During the 
summer the average may rise 
to 40 at any one time.

The house meets its expenses 
of about $1,000 a month through 
gifts 
from 
churches, 
civil 


groups and individuals, plus the 
donations of the people who use 
the house. Ms. Ehrlich says the 
house is just “ at the point of 
meeting our basic bills.” 


The support house is believed 
to be the only one of its type in 
the nation. There is a hospi­ 
tality house, open during the 
day only, near San Quentin.

Two women are 
hired to work 
in coal mine 


CANEY C R EEK , Kv. <AP) - 
Scrawled across the equal op­ 
portunity employment poster at 
the No. 29 mine here is the 
word "bull.” 
Who ever wrote it should be 
advised to eat his words. 
Beth-Elkhorn Corp., owner of 
No. 29, has hired two women to 
work alongside men in the un­ 
derground mine. And Diana 
Baldwin and Anita Cheery are 
doing just that. 
Tradition in the coalfields has 
it that women are bad luck un­ 
derground. The superstition has 
been strong enough that most 
women never would think to 
apply for a job underground, 
and officials say they know of 
none who ever worked there. 
Until now. 
"W e’ve always gotten lots of 
applications from women, for 
jobs as secretaries and typ­ 
ists,” said one Beth-Elkhorn of­ 
ficial. 
But Diana Baldwin and Anita 
Cherry thought Ihev might do 
something beside type. They 
were hired as underground 
miners three weeks ago. 
Both Anita and Diana support 
families and they wanted bet­ 
ter-paying jobs. "We heard that 
the civil 
rights 
thing 
had 
opened up jobs to women, so 
they’d have to hire us if we ap­ 
plied,” Anita said. 
Anita, 38, worked as a licens­ 
ed practical nurse for 17 years 
and Diana, 25, worked as a 
waitress and then receptionist 
at a medical clinic. 
"We make more in two 
weeks here than we did all 
month at the hospital,” Diana 
said. Both are small-boned, 
pretty women; neither weighs 
more than 120 pounds. 
“ We’re women — we’re not 
trying to be men,” Anita said. 
"M y dad said they’d try to get 
rid of us, and we expected 
rudeness and bad language, but 
it hasn’t happened. It’s team­ 
work down here.” 
They are classed as general 
inside labor under the United 
Mine Workers contract and 
they make $42.75 for a day’s 
work. 
They do everything men in 
the same classification do: sho­ 


vel coal, operate coal dust con­ 
trol devices and learn to oper­ 
ate mining machines. 
"I was the first woman to op­ 
erate a shuttle car with coal,” 
Diana said. "There was one 
man who stood at one end and 
one who stood at the other and 
he says, ‘Do you know you’re 
making history?’ That thrilled 
me to death. And they were so 
pleased for us.”

g y threatens to to rpedo effo rts 
to write a new Co nco rdat with 
the Vatican. 
Ho usewiv es are co mplaining 
abo ut prices, intellectuals abo ut 
air po llutio n, tax i driv ers abo ut 
traffic jams and parents abo ut 
o v ercro wded scho o ls. 
The energ y crisis threatens to 


bring the co untry smack into 
the middle o f Euro pean sho rt­ 
ag es, but no t into the lo ng 
so ug ht g o al o f membership in 
the Co mmo n Market. 
The death o f the 7 0-y ear-o ld 
co nserv ativ e admiral by v io ­ 
lence leav es a po litical v acuum 
o bserv ers find impo ssible to as­ 
sess. 
“ I hav e no idea what will

Carrero

There was no immediate re­ 
actio n fro m leftist labo r and 
student g ro ups who to o k to the 
streets befo re to deno unce the 
man Franco picked six mo nths 
ag o to run the g o v ernment and 
carry o n his po licies. 
Po litical so urces say demo n­ 
stratio ns co uld co me later if 
the g o v ernment o r the new pre­ 
mier, To rcuato Fernandez Mi­ 
randa, appears to falter. 
Fernandez Miranda is fo rmer 
head o f the Mo v ement, the heir 
to Franco ’s Falang e party . But 
mo st so ccer play ers are better 
kno wn to the av erag e Madr­ 
ileño , and g o v ernment so urces 
say he is as intransig ent to ­ 
ward o ppo sitio n as Carrero 
Blanco was. 


Fernandez Miranda stepped 
up 
auto matically 
to 
pre­ 
miership because he was v ice 
premier. Franco has to day s to 
co nfirm him o r appo int so me­ 
o ne else. But po litical o bserv ers 
say no matter who is premier, 
a sweeping cabinet shakeup is 
unlikely . The assassinatio n has 
shaken up the co untry to o 
much; Franco wo n’t want to 
co mpo und the pro blem. 
No bo dy cares to assess ho w 
well the g o v ernment will run 
witho ut 
Carrero 
Blanco . 
Franco ’s health is repo rted 
g o o d fo r a man o f 8 0, but it o b­ 
v io usly is no t what it was 10 o r 
ev en two y ears ag o . Carrero 
Blanco had Franco ’s co mplete 
trust.

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Restrictions on Nixon papers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon certified with his 
1969 income tax return that he 
was giving vice presidential pa­ 
pers to the government free 
and clear with no restrictions. 
But the gift deed restricts who 
can see the documents and 
where they are to be deposited. 
• The tax 
return 
declares: 
"Restrictions: None.” 
The deed says there are re­ 
strictions, although it adds that 
they are not intended to pre­ 
vent the papers from being 
used for public purposes.

Thursday repeated the position 
taken by Nixon lawyers that In­ 
ternal Revenue Service audi­ 
tors had seen the deed and 
were satisfied that the Presi­ 
dent’s tax deductions for the 
gift was legitimate. 
A Nixon accountant had said 
earlier that the provisions of 
the deed were “ not considered 
a restriction. It does not defeat 
the purpose of the gift.” 
A White House lawyer said 
the 
restrictions 
apparently 
were not considered material at 
the time the return was pre­ 
pared. 


The papers remain sealed 
from public view under terms 
of the deed with which Nixon 
turned them over to the Nation­ 
al Archives. The secrecy is not 
unusual in the case of papers of 
a public official. 
Nixon has taken $482,000 in 
income tax deductions over the 
past four years for his gift of 
the papers. 
A White House official re­ 
stated restrictions on the pa­ 
pers earlier this year in a letter 
which 
described 
them 
as 
“ President Nixon’s private vice 
presidential papers.” 
That description is now dis­ 
avowed by a White House 
spokesman, who said it appar­ 
ently was written without prop­ 
er staff work. 
A Nixon accountant said lim­ 
its on access, and a stipulation 
that the papers go ultimately to 
his presidential library, were 
not considered restrictions that 
would have barred the Presi­ 
dent’s income tax deduction. 
The Internal Revenue Code 
requires that all restrictions as 
to use and disposition of a gift 
be reported on the return of the 


taxpayer declaring it as a de­ 
duction. 
An attachment to Nixon’s 
1969 federal income tax return 
describes the gift, says it was 
made on March 27 of that year, 
and states: 
“ Restrictions: none. The gift 
was free and clear with no 
rights remaining in the tax­ 
payer.” 
The deed, dated a year be­ 
fore the tax return, declares 
that: 
—While Nixon is President, 
no one can have access to the 
donated papers without his 
written 
permission. 
Nixon’s 
deed also reserved him “ the 
right and power at any time 
during his lifetime to modify or 
remove this restriction ...” 
—If a Nixon library is estab­ 
lished, the papers are to be 
transferred there as soon as 
practicable. 
In denying The Associated 
Press access to some of the pa­ 
pers, on March 26, 1973, a 
White House aide wrote: 
“ As you know, the documents 
are from President Nixon’s pri­ 
vate vice presidential papers 
which he may make available 
at a future date by depositing 
them 
in 
a 
presidential 
li­ 
brary,...” 
The letter, signed by Richard 
C. Tufaro, then on the staff of 
the National Security Council, 
also said the decision against 
permitting access to the docu­ 
ments was not based on any 


need for security classification. 
White House officials said the 
Tufaro letter does not represent 
current policy. “ Apparently the 
letter was written before the 
proper staff work was done,” 
Warren said 
Tufaro, now a New York law­ 
yer, said the letter was cleared 
by the office of the White 
House counsel, then John W. 
Dean III. 
Restrictions on access to the 
donated papers of prominent 
Americans are common, in 
some cases for security, in oth­ 
ers for privacy. Many of the 
papers of past presidents re­ 
main sealed. 
The Nixon gift is rendered 
more complex by the fact that 
he had the papers appraised 
and has been deducting their 
value from his income taxes. 
The late President Lyndon B. 
Johnson 
apparently 
also 
claimed tax 
deductions 
for 
some papers he gave the gov­ 
ernment, and a number of oth­ 
er former government officials 
have done the same. 
There are detailed restric­ 
tions on access to the Johnson 
papers also, but since his tax 
returns have never been dis­ 
closed it is not known how he 
described the gift to the Inter­ 
nal Revenue Service. 
Nixon has made his tax re­ 
turns public and has asked a 
congressional committee to de­ 
termine whether he was en­ 
titled to the deduction for the 


papers gift. 
The papers were transported 
to the National Archives on 
March 26 and 27, 1969. The 
deed was dated March 27, 1969 
but was not turned over to the 
General 
Services 
Adminis­ 
tration until April 10, 1970. 
The deed provides for access 
to the papers by employes of 
the Archives for processing of 
the papers. It also states : 
“ None of the foregoing re­ 
strictions is intended to prevent 
the materials from being used 


exclusively for public purposes, 
and in no event shall any of the 
said restrictions be so con­ 
strued.” 


While the attachment giving 
details of the papers gift was 
appended to Nixon’s 1969 tax 
return, the deed itself was not. 


The deductions have allowed 
Nixon to pay less than $6,000 in 
federal income taxes over the 
past three years, on three-year 
income of over $800,000.

SVC class turns garbage into gas

If y ou ’re interested in the price per gallon 
of gasoline on that bu ggy of y ou rs, try this one 
on for size. Thirty pou nds to the gallon and it’s 
free. 
If that sou nds like a bu nch of garbage, 
y ou ’re right. Bu t stu dents in Dale Heu ck’s Or­ 
ganic Chemistry class at Sau k Valley College 
took it on as a class project. 
“It started sev eral weeks ago and the stu ­ 
dents really got inv olv ed,” Heu ck said. It be­ 
gan with 13 stu dents sav ing their garbage. 
“We had ev ery thing,” Heu ck recalled, “from 
chicken bones to cigar bu tts, leav es, mashed 
potatoes and ev en newspapers.” 
Destru ctiv e distillation is the technical 
term for the process bu t as Heu ck ex plained 
the process is so simple that y ou cou ld hav e a 
refinery hu mming away in y ou r garage. 
The class got together 5 pou nds, 10 ou nces 
of garbage, and after blending it into a fine 
“goop” placed it in a heated tu be. The rest is 
chemistry as the v apors broke down to a wa­ 
ter solu tion, and on top of the solu tion was a 
lay er of cru de oil. From there it’s a matter of 
separating the cru de oil from the solu tion and 
y ou ’re in bu siness. 
The cru de can be tu rned into kerosene, 
gasoline or fu el oil. Stu dents decided to con­ 
v ert their garbage into gasoline and the final 
produ ct got some pretty high grades u nder 
analy sis. 
The octane rating was estimated at 8 9, ju st 
u nder the stated 92 octane for regu lar gaso­ 
line. Hy drocarbons, a pollu tant, were fou nd to 
be half of what is contained in regu lar gaso­ 
line. 
Of the 5 pou nds, 10 ou nces, 11 per cent was 
tu rned into cru de oil. 
Althou gh the discov ery is not new, Heu ck 
plans to continu e refining the process. He be­ 
liev es a more selectiv e grou ping of garbage 
cou ld tu rn ou t more v olu me of cru de oil. 


v erted into fu el in these energy -short day s 
and the rest of it can be sold for re-cy cling. 
“We knew from the start that organic solid 
waste can be conv erted to fu el, bu t we didn’t 
know how mu ch of it, city trash, was organic, 
how mu ch was metal or how mu ch was 
glass,” Smith said. 
So Smith and his research grou p spent sev ­ 
eral months and nearly $5 0,000 sifting throu gh 
garbage brou ght into the city ’s three du mps. 
They fou nd that 8 2 per cent of the trash is 
organic and can be processed into fu el, 7 per 
cent is metal that can be re-cy cled, and 6.8 
per cent glass which also can be re-cy cled at a 
profit. 
The concept of u sing trash as fu el is not 
new. St. Lou is is ex perimenting with a sy stem 
and Chicago has a pilot program in operation. 
Nashv ille plans to create steam to heat gov ­ 
ernment bu ildings. 
“St. Lou is bu rns abou t 300 tons daily . We 
are looking at something on the magnitu de of 
1,5 00 tons daily ,” Smith said. 


An $8 -million plan will be needed to trans­ 
form the trash into fu el. The City of Memphis 
has already kicked in abou t $2 million toward 
making the plant a reality and a bill is pend­ 
ing in the state legislatu re that wou ld bring 
fu rther fu nding; 
The Tennessee Valley Au thority , has 
agreed to make the necessary adju stments at 
its Memphis power plant to handle a mix tu re 
of 8 0 per cent trash material and 20 per cent 
coal. 
He estimates TVA will sav e abou t $75 0,000 
per y ear worth of coal and the city will reap 
abou t $1 million per y ear throu gh the sale of 
glass, alu minu m, iron and non-ferrou s metals 
recov ered at the plant. 
Smith said that u nder the present timeta­ 
ble, the plant will be bu ilt and the operation 
u nder way in three y ears.

In a home-ty pe operation, Heu ck estimat­ 
ed it wou ld take abou t eight hou rs to tu rn ou t 
one gallon of gasoline.

WTiat it really means is that the price of 
gas had gone u p so high and so fast that many 
gas pu mps aren’t equ ipped to handle it and 
retailers are now going to be selling gasoline 
by the half gallon price on a temporary basis 
Officials of the Department of Agricu ltu re 
today ex plained that many gasoline pu mps in 
the state are not calibrated to sell gasoline at 
prices higher than 49 9 cents per gallon. 
Director Robert J. “Pu d” Williams and

Measu res of the National Bu reau of Stan­ 
dards Kramp said u nder this policy the div i­ 
sion will approv e on a temporary emergency 
basis, the continu ed u se of gasoline dispen­ 
sers which hav e a 49.9 cents limit by allowing 
retailers to set gasoline pu mps at half the ac­ 
tu al rate and then dou ble the price shown 
u pon completion of the sale 
Kramp said in order for the continu ed u se of 
limited range gas pu mps to be acceptable the 
following conditions mu st be met: 
1 The price per gallon mu st be an ev en 
v alu e so that ex actly one half the price can be 


set on the gasoline pu mp. And, 
ment is strongly recommending that gasoline 
be priced in whole cent per gallon to make 
figu ring easier 
2. The u nit price indicator on the face of 
the pu mp mu st be set at one half the selling 
price (For ex ample, if the price per gallon is 
53 cents, the pu mp shou ld show the rate at 25 .5 
cents per half gallon). 
3. Isabels mu st be attached to the face of 
the pu mp u sing clearly legible figu res which

Behind those zooming hospital costs

NEW YORK (AP) — In 1946 
the expense to a community 
hospital for caring for one 
patient for one day was $9.39, 
according to the American Hos­ 
pital Association. In 1972 the 
expense was $105.09. 
In the past decade alone hos­ 
pital charges have doubled, to 
the confusion of those who have 
been taught that greater vol­ 
ume 
results 
in lower 
unit 
prices. Admissions during that 
period rose to 32.5 million from 
26.5 million. 
Resigned to higher costs, the 
public at least has the assur­ 
ance that it is getting better 
care. Or is it? In 1962 the ex­ 
pectation of life at birth in the 
United States was 70 years. 
Now it is 71.1 years, and barely 
rising. 
What is happening to the 
money? Where are the results? 
Is it true we are obtaining bet- 


ter healtn care? 
In the 1960s, concedes John 
Alexander McMahon, president 
of the American Hospital Asso­ 
ciation, there were indeed some 
poor business attitudes and 
wasteful practices as the in­ 
dustry sought to vastly broaden 
its facilities. 
Hospital officials now realize 
there was considerable dupli­ 
cation of services and over­ 
building. The cost factor was 
relegated to an inferior posi­ 
tion. Good health, so went the 
rationale, had no price. 
Now, said McMahon, the rise 
in costs is slowing. Efficiency 
and cost controls have been 
given higher priorities. Busi­ 
ness techniques have been im­ 
ported from other industries, 
along with highly trained per­ 
sonnel. Some insurers are ex­ 
erting pressure to eliminate 
useless procedures. 
Compilations for the first 
nine months of the year show 


that hospital charges rose only 
2.6 per cent, compared to some 
measures of inflation that were 
three times that rate. 
Some surgical cases are in 
and out of the hospital in one 
day. Appendectomy patients 
are discharged and back at 
work in a week. In some areas 
the patient remains at home 
and the hospital comes to him. 
That offers hope. But what 
about those big price increases 
that occurred in the past? 
Says McMahon, “ We’d like 
people to look at the hospital 
situation as they would another 
industry.” This is his break­ 
down of the increase: 
1. Inflation itself, the same 
malady that drove up prices 
throughout the economy, ac­ 
counted for 50 per cent of the 
increase. 
2. New facilities and services 
added 25 per cent. 
3. An increase in the “ in­ 
tensity” of services accounted 


for 25 per cent. 
What does the latter mean? 
For one thing that more than 
half the nation’s 7,000 hospitals 
now are equipped with in­ 
tensive care units that were 
available to only 7 per cent of 
all hospitals in 1960. 
Why, then, 
isn’t 
life ex­ 
pectancy rising, or in fact, even 
being maintained at a level 
equal to that of some European 
countries? 
“ I wish we knew,” McMahon 
replied. “ Perhaps,” he ven­ 
tured, “ it’s the pressure on 
people.” 
The 
good 
life, 
it 
seems, is not always the long­ 
est life. 
"If we had the horse and 
buggey days we wouldn’t have 
those automobile accidents,” he 
suggested. Added an associate: 
There’s been a big increase in 
cirrhosis of the liver in the past 
decade, to say nothing of hy­ 
pertension and obesity. 
A possible answer may lie in 


making health care more ac­ 
cessible and in increasing the 
number of doctors. For various 
reasons—geography, ethnicity, 
education—some elements of 
the population do not have easy 
access to medical care. 
The doctor shortage will be 
solved, he feels, only by federal 
aid. “ The federal government 
is the only place to turn be­ 
cause of the horrendous costs,” 
he said. He spoke of grants to 
medical schools rather than 
construction of federal facil­ 
ities. 
“ The young must be given an 
opportunity for medical educa­ 
tion,” said McMahon, adding 
that “ it wouldn’t bother me” to 
see an “ overage” of doctors at 
one time or another.

Poor Shooting
